Mr Mayor,Ladies and Gentlemen, 


We present the Annual Report for the gear 1970, 
the main items are summarised as follows:~ 


Population. 

The population of the Borough continued to rise 
during the year. There has been an increase in population 
of approximately 33% since 197. 


Births. 

There was a fall in the birth~rate over the 
preceding year. The rate, however, compared very favourably 
with the National rate. 

The number of still~-births remained substantially 
the same, whilst there was a reduction in the number of 
Illegitimate births. 


- Mortality Statistics. 

The General death~rate was slightly reduced as 
compared with 1969. 

There was quite an increase in the number of deaths 
attributable to Neo~plasms (cancer), but the Cancer death~rate 
for the Borough does not exceed the National rate. 


; There was also a considerable increase in Accidéntal 
& Violent deaths. This was largely accounted for by the three 
eases of Infanticide which occurred during the year. 


The number of Inflant deaths remained the same, and 
there were no deaths attributable to Tuberculosis. 


Infectious Distases. 
Apart from Measles there was a low incidence of 
Infectious Disease in the Borough during 1970. 


Environmental Health & General Sanitation 


; Comments on the main matters affecting the Borough 
are given in the introéductions to the various sections in the 
body of the Report. 


Concern ts sometimes felt regarding the establishment 
of new food premises which by their nature are badly adapted 
for this use, and where it is difficult to operate within the 
standards laid down by the Food Hygiene Regulations. There is 
a strong case for some amending legislation requiring prior 
registration of all new food premises,

Many complaints regarding unsound food arise from 
perishable wrapped food being sold too long after the date 
of manufacture, In the absence of open date stamping or a 
nationally re_ognised coding, we advise retailers to use their 
own code and mark such foods on delivery. 


Refuse Disposal, 

The final report of the Local Government Operational 
Research Unit has been received while this Annual Report 
Wes being compiled. The report, which has Still to be 
considered by Council, was commissioned jointly by four 
Agbheritics, if recommends the building of a refuse 
pulverising plant at Withybush where all refuse from the 
Borough and three adjoining authorities would be treated 
PELOCRNORuEDoIne on Land adjoinine thesplant. It is to be 
hoped that this scheme reaches fruition as it becomes 
inereasSingly more difficult to dispose of untreated refuse 
in a hygienic & satisfactory manner in the ppesent tip 
Which is Situated near to the centre of the town. 


Caravan Sites. 

THeET presence Of Ptinerants caravans on unauthorised 
sites in and around the Borough has caused the Council much 
CAneceiwawiMewpravislons Of proper Gites for gypsy caravans 
is very necessary although objections are usually raised by 
adjoinine owners when such a site is proposed. The County 
Council whose responsibility it is to provide these sites, 
has been making considerable efforts to acquire suitable 
land tc accommodate the local gypsy population, some members 
of which have lived in the area for many years.

The problem of gypsy caravans parked on unauthorised 
& unsuitable sites again caused much concern. With the coming 
into force of Part II of the Caravan Sites Act 1968 on the 
(Tipe wie onus) Gf Providings sices Lor gypsies in the Area 
was placed on the County Council. A meeting between represent- 
atives of the County Council, the Borough and Haverfordwest 
Rural District Coucil took place in September, it was agreed 
that @ site for six families should be constructed at Under 
The Hills, Merlins Bridge, along with accommodation for 
EOuUmrECen families on three sites im the Rural District of 
Haverforcwest, 


Homo mirs Gl Line tor many years Lhe, Borough, is 
virtually free of unauthorised caravan dwellers. An encampment 
of twenty one caravans was moved from Bethany Lane following 
Police warnings that the occupiers were to be prosecuted 
under the provisions of the Highway Act 1959. A trench was 
then excavated along the verge and this has prevented this 
temcdyrrconabeime reoccupied.. Another area, Under the Hills, 
which has been a source of long standing complaints was 
eleared, but to do this it was necessary to forceably tow 
three caravans on to the highway. Again a trench was 
excavabea which prevented the reoeecupation of the land, In 
all it was necessary on seven occasions to tow away caravans 
when requests to move were ignored. One van was moved on 
three occasions and another twice, 


some satisfaction can be derived no doubt from having 
CiRVOUuMmeacca wn Eceulronm Lhe unwelcome prescence of Ltlnerants , 
but Lorceable ejection is an unpleasant, anc at times, a 
DAiScOmLnewexpem_ence and Goes, nothing, to abate the overall 
problem, Im addition the majority of the caravans move into 
the area of the Haverfordwest R,.D.G and this is a Source of 
friction between the two authorities, The proposed permanent 
Saves) Word) Gut to ceecent standards, will be the first step 
in attempting to solve a problem which is progressively 
Deconine more ditrrecult to deal with. 


Apart from the two encampments at Under the Hills and 
Bethany Lane, caravans were stationed illegally at Scotchwell 
Gar Park, Rifleman Fiwld, Portfield Racecourse, Rear of 
Faishguard Roac and the Marsh, The occupiers of all eleven vans 
involved moved after warnings were issued. 


Part of Fenton Estate has been used as winter quarters 
by members of the Showman's Guild. As this is not a licensed 
caravan site, this use is permitted only pdween 1st October 
and 518% March in any year., and this requirement was not 
being complied with. The occupier was finelly able to obtain 
other accomodation anc moved from the site in September. 
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Only four complaints were received of noise 
nuisance during the year, The type of complaints were 
as follows:~ 


(1) Noise from amplified music played by a pop group.

warning Jsccsrs were sent to retailers or manufacturers. 
Most manufacturers go to consiudcrable lengths to 


ascertain the cause of unsoundness in one of their products, 
and experience shows that more often than not the fault has 
been due to poor storage or bad stock rotation by the retailer. 
The sale to the public of perishable and short life products 
which are stale or actually unfit has lately received national 
attention ané the problem is growing. The suggestion that the 
date of manufacture or packaging of perishable food Shounid be 
clearly marked @or the customer to read is receiving consider- 
ation, and has much to recommend it. 


MILK AND DATRIES GENERAL) REGULATIONS , 1959 


There are no pasteurising or bottling plants in the 
Borough. Routine sampling is carried out by tye staff of the 
Weights & Measures Department of the County Council.
